with me what it meant? " It means," said 
he, "that they are. endeavoring to induce a 
aoul, which i'a about to quit this world, to 
delay its departure," ana, added he, " tha 
plan is frequently successful." 
On the 


music soon after ceasing,, ray companion 
said tbnt the sick man had just "saluted 
the age." This expression, which ia in 
gonora! use in China, means tbat Ihe .indi- 
vidual has passed from life to death* 
Tha 


Chinese" have .a groat dislike to make use 
ihe word deutb. They also aay he has tak- 
on the road to heaven, he has vanished, 
and other such phrases. Some days after, 
seeing a number of people assembled, my 
mandarin iuforoaed me. that they had col- 
lected together for the funeral ceremony^of 
un individual who had " vanished," «nd I 
expressed a wish to he present at a specta- 
cle which was iie w to me. 
He. hesjtated 


at lirst, but at length consented, telling ine, 
however, that I must promise to be.dia- 
erect, and imitate him in all he did. 
The 


promiae was given, and we were soon 
at the 'residence" of the deceased person; 
T he houso of very' rich Chinese is orna- 
mented with masts surrounded with stream- 
ers, and with a large placard, on which is 
written the names and titles of the mauler. 
That of the deceased was turned upside 
down. My mandarin entered, and I fol- 
lowed him. The court yard was full, of 
carriages nnd the vestibule of frienda,.who 
were makiu^ the moat internal noise, laugh- 
ing, shouting, and singing. I whi-jpered 
to my' companion that we must have mis- 
taken the bouse, and that it .was a. mar- 
riage and not, a funeral that we were about 
to be present at. 
He told me to be quiet, 


as it Was all right. 
The servants soon af- 


terwards made their appearance, and served 
a copious repast. 'I partook of it jike the 
others. Thud promishecl .my mandarin to 
follow his example in everything, and he 
usud his jaws like a man who hud a moat 
capacious' stomach 'at his command. 


The 'interment' of a Chinese v/ho had 


" saluted the age," so apropos to furnish 
me with n good repast, when. I was-hungry, 
rather amused ine, I, w»is devouring .ev- 
erything that came within my reach, when, 
suddenly, every one. slopped .eating and be- 
gan sobbing most. ..violently,, .1 at. first 
thought this tho signal for a bowl in honor 
of'the dead, nu we are.tojd. t%kes placa.in 
Ir'ela'nd's'ometimes, .and L.turned tny head 
to my cicerone in ordor that I migjat imi- 
tate him ; he wns weeping. I was ready 
to burai out laughing, which .my .mandarin 
observing, wnisperod iu oiy..enr, '"Cry, if 
you do not wish to be insulted,"., I endeav- 
ored to do sov but \ merely made myself 
ridiculous. In liuropa I should. have been 
shown to tho door, ior I. .certainly, looked 
like n donkey braying, . '* Bravo I." . whis- 
pered the iniindiiriu, "bravo! but- do not 
hurt yourself, it is all habiu'.' 
After this 


scene had laated fo» Eve minutes, .everyone 
recommenced an attack pn the , rtfresh- 
meats. Tho moment approached for re- 
moving ihe body, bu.t, unfortunately, we 
could not remain, any longer. 
While re- 


turning to our junk, v which waa .about to 
depart, the mandarin gave me som.e details 
about funeral ceremonies. Ho, told me that 
in China the greatest respect is shown, to 
tho dead, anil the funorals are most. ..splen- 
did. 
'Some families almost ruin themselves 


for that purpose. 'A Ch'ihese, during his 
whole iifetitne,- occupies '•himself with the 
thought of where his coffin shall be placed, 
of what: wood it shall bo ,made, and how 
the in.iide ol- it ahull be lined. • In a word, 
they cugago ihenmclvea with how thGynliall 
De buried, .as, with us, people think of how 
they, thall mttku their wills -and -bequeath 
their property. 
Mnny rich persons carry 


their coffins with them when traveling, and 
ID all ihe towns the coffin-makers-' have a 
profitable business. In some families the 
coffin a of their, ancestors are 'deposited 'in 
a room especially appropriated forrhepur^ 
pose, as in Europe there are galleries of 
portraits or of pictures. '

We regret that the President has thought 


fit to make this reply to a very reasonable 
and timely 'request. Certainly, when the 
government wants men so muchaa to offer 
to credit certain states in the forthcoming 
draft for all the six months men they may 
now raise, and to telegraph to the distant 
states of Wisconsin and Minnesota for help, 
it cannot properly refuse to permit com- 
manders now out of employment to exert 
their influence in procuring volunteers to 
repel the very pressing danger now men- 
acing the capital of the country. It does 
not matter whether these generals are now 
out of service at their own request or not 5 
if they are worth keeping under pay they 
should be employed. 


The President's reference to the state of 


New York is inappropriate. The request 
did not ask that the call for volunteers 
should be confined to the stato of New 
York. 
Surely the national government 


can organize a volunteer force from all 
parts of the country in any stale without 
" breeding confusion.1' If the governor of 
New York objects to it, send these generals 
west; we will warrant it will not confuse 
any loyal western governor to see the peo- 
ple rallying to the defence of the country" 
under any particular general. 


The idea that the employment of Gens. 


- Fremont and Si^el should depend upon the 
wish of Gov. Seymour is not creditable to 
the President's sincerity. Ho knew that 
Gov. Seymour would be the last man to re- 
quest aid from them, so strong are his po- 
litical antipathies. 


It has been said that Gen. Halleck is the 


cause of the persistant refusal of the gov- 
ernment to employ these generals. In this 
case, it ia evident the president is alone re- 
sponsible, and it is possible that others 
have all along been blamed for his acts. 
Since we read the above letter we are in- 
clined to believe that Gen. Halleck should 
be relieved ot some portion of responsibili- 
ty for the singular obstinacy in this partic- 
ular on the part of the military authorities 
At Washington. 


Now that it is more and more apparent

Reb«l Invasion ot Indiana. 


One of tbe moat daring and hazardous 


raids ever attempted, has taken place in 
Indiana. Dr. Pry, commanding the post 
at New Albany, informs us that on Tues- 
day night or Wednesday morning last, two 
hundred rebels crossed the Ohio at Flint 
Rock, near Leavenworth, and struck out 
for the interior of Indiana. 
The river at 


that point is fordable, which greatly facili- 
tated their designs. They went to Leav* 
enworth, robbing the stores and citizens of 
money, horses, and wearing apparel, and 
whatever else they needed. They proceed- 
ed with all the swiftness possible to Cory- 
don, where they repeated the same opera- 
tions as at Leavenworth. 
From Corydon 


couriers were dispatched to the command- 
ant at New Albany, and to other places 
where home guards or soldiers were sta- 
tioned, and soon the whole country was in 
a blaze of exoitament aud alarm. The 
home guards at Mitchell were instantly 
dispatched to meet the marauding invaders, 
who made their next appearance at Paoli, 
in Orange county, where tbo Mitchell 
Home Guards, numbering sixty, met and 
gave them battle. This was Thursday af- 
ternoon some time—our informant did not 
exactly state. The Indianians made a stub- 
born resistance, but after the loss of twenty 
captured and several wounded, they were 
compelled to yield to superior numbers, 
The rebel loss is unknown, but must have 
been considerable, as the Hoosiers fought 
like tigers. The captured were paroled, 
and the guerrillas robbed the town aud 
took everything they could uae to advan- 
tage to themselves, or that would assist 
them in their hellish work. As soon as 
Dr. Fry received intelligence of the fight 
and the sacking of Paoli, which was last 
night, he mustered all the soldiers that 
were able to bear arms and sent them early 
this morning to Salem, in Washington 
county, to intercept, if possible, the further 
advance of tbe rebel robbers. 


The home guards of New Albany assem- 


bled, and they left this morning on tho train 
with the soldiers, making a force of about 
four hundred and twenty. Their destina 
tiou waa,Salem, where they arrived to-day 
at ten o'clock. Last uight the guerrillas 
were reported within six miles of Salem, 
and it was thought they would reach there 
some time in the night. A small force had 
assembled to meet them, but not much 
could be expected from them, as they are 
undisciplined, and have to contend against 
veteran troops, and cavalry at that. ' It is 
almost certain that the forces from New 
Albany reached Salem in time to same the 
place and totally defeat the robbers. There 
is scarcely any doubt as to the issue, if a 
fight takes places; our fercen are strong 
enough to defeat and disperse the invaders. 
A battle, ere this, has probably been fought, 
and we wait, with painful anxiety, the par- 
ticulars aud tho result, although we are 
confident that tho rebels will be defeated, 


The invading cavalry consists of a part 


of the 4th Kentucky rebel regiment, and 
their design is to get all tho horses, money 
and goods they can take away with them, 
destroying tho railroad bridges across the 
roads running to this point to prevent the 
further transmission of stores for the pros 
ent, destroy nil the government property 
they can find, and then make good their 
escape to Dixie, These facts were learned 
from a deserter, and are undoubtedly truo. 
No raid attempted during the war has been 
so full of daring and danger tvg this ono 
and is made very likely in concert with 
other movements of greater moment. 


Dr. Fry, at Now Albany, has acted 


promptly and wisely in this matter, and 
deserves the approval of his superiors and 
loyal men everywhere. Ho thinks that the 
vjhole gang will be captured or killed be- 
fore they can get out of Indiana. 
We 


wait with impatience further developments 
relative to this bold invasion.

At last accounts the rebels were retreat- 


ing on Salem, in Washington, followed by 
a force of Home Guards. They met and 
fought them near Orleacs, Orange county, 
in which engagement the Union forces lost 
two men killed and several wounded, bul 
made it so hot for the guerrillas that they 
thought beat tp retreat, and give up the 
idea of a further advance. They are ro 
ported one hundred and h'ity strong, and 
under the leadership of the notorious guer 
rilla Hines, who visited Klizabetlitown, in 
this state, a week since. 
How they have 


eluded the grasp of the Union soldiery who 
have been ever since in pursuit of them is 
a mystery to us. 


They have committed some of tho most 


atrocious barbarities in Indiana that the 
mind could conceive of. They captured 
and kilted a private aud unoffending dti 
zen named Crist, near Paoli, for no cause 
in the world, except that he refused to give 
them his purse and horse. A man ntuuec 
Braxton, an old gentleman, was murdered 
in a similar manner, and for such like al 
leged offense, and still another had his 
brains mercilessly knocked out, because he 
did not wish to give up his horse to these 
fiend robbers. 


Major Woodbury came from Leaven 


worth with a small force, in pursuit 01 
Bines,' and was only two hours behind him 
wBen he lefc Paoli. 


Vallene, a village in Orange county, is 


reported burned. The citizens refused to 
permit the thieving scoundrels to take 
whatever thoy wanted, without resistance 
and for that they were compelled to see 
their houses laid in ruins. 


The expedition which left New Aibanj 


yesterday morning is in command of Col 
Meriweather, of an Indiana regiment o 
volunteers, and was joined last night by 
Col, McGinnisa, who had a small force un 
der him. It is to be hoped that these 
thieves will be caught and executed as mur 
derers and common pirates. 
War has 


enough of horror and bloodshed withoul 
the heartless brutality which has character 
ized the march of these raen, nnd we bo 
lieve that a swift and terrible retribution is 
close at hand. It is hardly possible for 
them to escape out of tho state, and, i 
caught, tho Eoosier blood is too much u 
to spare the life of & single ono of them.

That is all that can be 
athered from those just off the field. 
Our scouting parties through thucoantry 


jack cf Vicksburg sometimes find small 
>odies of rebels, who generally get out of 
he way as fast as possible. On Thursday, 
a detachment of federal cavalry had a skir- 
mish with rebel cavalry, five miles back of 
laines' Bluff, but the results aro not 
inown, further than that we had captured 
•bout 20 prisoners. 


The guerrillas along the river have been 


quiet for several days.

Tbe rebels still hold out in the hope that 


Johnston will come to their assistance with 
sufficient force to raise the siege.

Johnston's 
numbers are not sufficiently strong to al- 
ack, nor can the rebala reinforce him soon 
nough to play any other than a secondary 
part.

partment that since writing my dispatch 
No. h 1C, I have read further details of the 
capture of the rebel Atlanta, sent by tele- 
graph from Fort Pulaski. 


The Atlanta, Capt. Wm. Webb, came 


down this morning via Wilmington rirer, 
to attack our vessels in tho Warsaw Sound. 
She waa accompanied by two wooden steam- 
ers, filled, it is said, with persons as spec- 
tators. 


Tho Weehawken, Capt. John Rogers, at 


once engaged her, firing in all five shots, 
three of which took effect, penetrating her 
armor and killing and wounding the crews 
of two guns. Two or three pilots were al- 
so badly wounded, and her pilot house bro- 
ken up; whnrcupon tbe vessel grounded, 
and immediately after surrendered. 


The Weehawken was not hit. 
The armament of tho Atlanta was two 


eleven inch and two six-inch guns. 
She is 


but slightly injured,

ADMIRAL LEK'B OFFICIAL DESPATCH. 


NEWPORT NEWS, June 22, 


To Hon. Giddoon Welles, secretary of tho navy; 


Admiral Dupont sent the Weehawken, 


Capt. Rogers, and the Nahant down to 
Warsaw Sound to look out for tbe Atlanta. 


On June 17th, at (! a. m,, the Atlanta 


came down, accompanied by two gunboats. 


The engagement was exclusively between 


the Weehawken aud Atlanta. The latter 
mounted four Brooke rifles, two of seven 
inch, on bow and stern pivots, and two of 
six-inch, one on each side. 
She could 


fight two of the former and ono of the lat- 
ter on a side. 


Capt. Rodgera engaged her at close quar- 


ters. 
The first 15-inch shot by himself 


took off the top of tho Atlanta's pilot 
house, and wounded two of her pilots. — 
Another 15-inch shot struck half way up 
her roof, which was iron-plated four inches 
thick, killing one and wounding seventeen 
men. 


Eleven shots were fired in all — Eve by 


tho Weehawken and six by the Atlanta, 
The lattor ran tground and surrendered. 


The fight was short and the victory sig 


nal. The Weehawken sustained r.o injury 
of any soyt. 


The Atlanta steers well, nnd made six 


knots in a head sea, going to Port Iloytil. 
She was completely provided with instrti 
menls and stores for a regular service. 


She had a ram, saw and torpedo on her 


bow. 


Ex- Lieut. W. A. Webb commanded her. 


Her 
compliment was 1G5 souls. 
Her 


wounded were left at Port Royal. 


The Atlanta ia said to havo come down 


confident of capturing our Monitors easily, 
and her consorts, filled with spectators 
were prepared to tow them into Savannah,

The rebel raid into Pennsylvania may do 


mmenae evil to mere material interests, 
)ut in a moral and national aspect it will 
>e productive of more than corresponding 
good. 
We needed a new plague, a new 


salanaity, to wake us up. 
We had become 


istless and lethargic. But all is alarm and 
'uror now, touched in some quarters with a 
dash of panic. 
Fugitive families of wo- 


men and children are arriving here from 
nterior towns about to foe occupied by the 
rebels, leaving, in the panic of the moment, 
all their precious moveables behind. As 


do not share any portion of the prevail- 
ng alarm, the necessity of this bigera is 
not so apparent to my mind. But many 
men, many minds. As to this city, not- 
witbatading all the iu flam mat cry appeals 
rom all organs to all classes, we are simply 
aroused, not alarmed. 
The rally of men 


and arms has been mostenthusiatic. The 
concentration of military force has been 
irodigious, and Harriaburg and the Sue- 
juehanna are now safe. Towns may bo 
jurncd, populations may be 
scattered, 


andacapes may be laid waste, but the na- 
iion itself has been thoroughly aroused, and 
this concentration and arousal, if not blun- 
deringly frittered away, ought to yield me- 
morable results. 


The rush to arms has equaled anything,
